"THERE are so many kinds and 

degrees of pain and the sources 
are so varied, that much of a phy- 
Sician’s dilemma in analyzing a 
case is to find the source of pain 
and its mean-

there are acute 
infectious dis- 
eases, combined 
with many 
chronic condi- 
tions that affect 
the blood ves- 
sels of the brain. 
Almost all acute 
diseases begin

type of pain in these conditions, 
though we know the trouble is not 
in the head. It is only that the 
toxic condition affects the circu- 
lation in the brain and causes dis- 
tress. It may be a dull ache, a 
throbbing, pounding, bursting pain 
or a sharp lancinating pain that

with a feeling of rawress on 
breathing. Neuralgia of the ribs is 
again a thrust of pain which fol- 
lows around the rib and is greatly 
increased by coughing and breath- 
ing. Pressure over the upper edge 
of the rib increase this pain. 

Diseases of the heart do not 
usually cause severe pain though 
inflammation of the veins or outer 
covering cause some types of 
sharp, distressing pain. Angina 
pectoris and coronary embolism 
are accompanied by a severe spas- 
modic squeezing Pain, often ex- 
tending over the left chest and 
down the left arm. The intense 
suffering and fear of impending 
death causes the patien. to stand 
or sit rigid till the pain subsides. 

Pain in the abdomen is of great 
variety and meaning. In dyspepsia 
the pain is of a hot, burning char- 
acter, felt under the lower part of 
the breast-bone and extending up 
into the throat. 

The pain of ulcer of the stom- 
ach begins as a hot pain, followed 
by a sense of fulness and disten- 
tion which is relieved by the tak- 
ing of food. 

Gallstone colic makes itself felt 
in the center and to the right side 
of the upper abdomen. There is a 
gradual stretching, tearing pair 
which radiates to the right shoul- 
der; also a feeling that something 
will burst, and the pain is of the 
sort that makes one crumple ane 
groan. It subsides after some hours 
leaving only a general tenderness 
till the next attack. 

Intestinal cc‘ic occurs most se- 
verely in the region of the um- 
bilicus. It is a very severe, stretch- 
ing pain which causes the patient 
to double up to obtain relief. If 
slowly subsides only to return 
again as bad as ever. 

The pain of appendicitis strikes 
sharply; it is generally in the 
right lower part of the abdomen 
but is likely to cover the entire 
abdominal area at first. The pa-

book fair ever to be held in Boston | 300-MILE RACE AROUND 
HAWAII AS OLYMPIC 


TRAINING 


HONOLULU, (lP) — Hawaiian bicycle 
riders are planning a 30-mile race 
around the island of Hawaii in prepar- 
ation for the 1940 Olympic games. 

The “around Hawaii’ course is the 
Supreme test in the Hawaiian Islands. 
Beginning at sea level, the riders are 
forced to pedal to an elevation of 4,009 
feet, then drop down to sea level by 
crossing a lava desert and traversing a 
winding, mountainous road for niore 
than a hundred miles. 

At no point in the course is there 
more than five consecutive miles of le- 
vel road. The only favorable factor is 
that the entire route is over paved high- 
way. 

Temperature, however, will constitute { 
a marked handicap, as there is a wide | 
difference between the starting Point at ' 
sea level and the highest elevations 
while traversing the national park. 

In a general way, all Hawaiian bicy- 
clists are well trained for century runs, 
these being held on the island of \ 
Ohau, where Honolulu is located, and 
which is only 105 miles in circumfer- | 
ence. 

The 300-mile course around the is- 
land is expected to afford the su- 
preme test for all aspirants for the 
Olympic games.

PLACES IS PATCHED 
BY SURGEON 


WADSWORTH, O., (tP—Joseph So- 


| mak, a@ 37-year-old match worker, of 


this city, owes his life to a miracle of 
surgery in which his heart—punctur- 
ed in two places by a fish fork—was 
mended by a skilled surgeon. 


In a scuffle at a fish fry, the sharp- | 


tined fork pierced Somak’s chest. Tinie 
prongs were driven through the chest 
wall, through the pericardium --— the 
membrane that surrounds the heart-— 
and pierced the heart muscle itself. 

At Wadsworth Memorial hospital, 
Somak grew weaker as an increasing 
mass of blood flooded the revricardium 
and pressed against the heart. An e:n- 
ergency call was placed for Dr. J. G. 
Blower, Akron, O., surgeon. 

Dr. Blower opened the chest wall
